USE OF CITY PROPERTY 


City of Upland has been fortu- 
nate in most of its real estate 
transactions, buying at a very 
favorable price and either hold- 
ing on to the property or sell- 
ing it very advantageously. One 
of City Manager Richard G. Man- 
Jey’s unusual knacks is knowing 
“good deals” and advising his 
councilmen accordingly. 

It has never been the policy 
of this city to give “inducements” 
to get good, select industries’ to 
locate here. Maybe the time has 
come to change that policy; or 
at least to give consideration to 
such a policy. 

Within the Upland city limits 
there -is not much land that 
appeals to new industries; either 
the price is too high, the location 
is not right or available space is 
not suitable. 

The_ municipality, however, 
does own 10 acres on the south 
side of East Arrow highway at 
Fourteenth avenue. Obatined at 
a very low price, the land might 
be turned into sites for several 
small, choice firms. 

The city hall administration 
is interested in assessed valua- 
tion. Vacant land, owned by 
the city, produces nothing in 
taxes. Eventually, the commer- 
cial price of this site might in- 
crease in value enough to justi- 
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Public Hearing 
On New Business 
Area Awaited 


Fate of the proposed business 
center on the Ramona freeway 
will be known following the meet- 
ing of the Upland city council 
Sept. 16.

Then, 
opponents of the proposal will be 
given an opportunity to tell why 
they do not want the zone change 

Decision of the councilmen will 
fellow, if thev choose to act in 
accordance with custom. 

A formal notice of an appeal 
was filed by the two men at the 
Thursday meeting of the council. 
On advice of City Attorney Henry 
Busch, the council set a date for 
the public hearing. There were no 
arguments concerning the propos- 
al. 

When the matter was first heard 
at a public hearing, the commis- 


sioners voted against the zone 
change. Thus, the appeal was 
filed. 


While hopeful of getting a fa 
vorable report from the city coun- 
cil, the two men have joined in 
announcing. the issue will be tak- 
en to the voters if the officials 
choose to deny the zone change

residents are leading the neighbor- 
hood erideavor. 


“Before we actually collect any 
money we want to be sure we 
have the proper organization and 
proper understanding with the 
city officials” C. C. Bacon said. 
He is the temporary spokesman 
for the “Baldy View Improve- 
ment Group,” residing at 744 Val- 
lejo way. 

He met with city officials last 
night. The city of Upland: is 
now calling for bids for laying of 
the sidewalk on the north side of 
Eleventh street to the school cam- 
pus. 

“It is our understanding that 
when we get $1,000, the city will 
be ready to proceed with the ac- 
tual sidewalk construction and. it 
will be completed soon after 
school opens.” 

By policy and custom, the city 
of Upland does not place side- 
walks in front of privately-owned 
property, thus the community 
leaders are anxious to provide the 
funds for the work.

California, in the manner and to the 
extent hereinafter provided, but not 
otherwise, nor in excess thereof. 


996.27. After adoption of any reso- 
lution by the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, provided for in Section 
996.34 the State Treasurer shall arrange 
for the preparation of the requisite 
number of suitable bonds in accordance 
with the specifications contained in 
such resolution. The aggregate par 
value of all bonds issued under this ar- 
ticle shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred seventy-five million dollars 
($175,000,000) and shall bear irterest at 
a rate not exceeding 5 percent per 
annum payable as provided in such 
resolution. Both principal and interest 
shall be payable in lawful money of the 
United States, at the Office of the State 
Treasurer, or at the office of any duly 
authorized agent of the State Treas- 
wrer. 

All bonds Issued under this article 
shall bear the facsimile signature of the 
Governor and the facsimile countersig- 
nature of the Controller and shall be 
endorsed by the State Treasurer either 
by original signature or by a signature 
stamp, and the bond shall be signed, 
countersigned, and endorsed by the offi- 
cers who shall be in office on the date 
of adoption of the resolution of the 
Veterans’ Finance Committee of 1943, 
and each of said bonds shall bear an 
impress of the Great Seal of the State 
of California. Interest coupons attached 
to each bond shall bear the facsimile 
signature of the State Treasurer who 
shall be in office on the date of adoption 
of the resolution of the Veterans’ 
Finance Committee of 1943. The Veter- 
ans’ Finance Committee of 1943 may 
require that said bonds be authenti- 
cated by the State Controller or by any 
Deputy State Controller, and in such 
event no bond authorized hereunder 
shall be valid unless so authenticated in 
the manner so required. The bonds or 
coupons so signed, countersigned, en- 
dorsed, and sealed, when sold, shall be 
and constitute a valid and binding gen- 
eral obligation upon the State of Cali- 
fornia, although the sale or delivery 
thereof be made at a date or dates upon 
which the officers having signed, coun- 
tersigned, and endorsed said bonds or 
coupons, or any or either of said officers, 
shall have ceased to be the incumbents 
of the offices held by them at the date 
of adoption of the resolution of the Vet- 
erans’ Finance Committee of 1943. Each 
bond issue under this article shall con- 
tain a claus: or clauses referring to this 
article and to the resolution of the Vet- 
erans’ Finance Committee of 1943 here- 
under by virtue of which said bond is 
issued, and if subject to’call or redemp- 
tion prior to maturity, shall contain a 
recital to that effect. 

996.28. The State Treasurer shall, on 
the respective dates of maturity or 
prior redemption of said bonds, or as 
soon thereafter as said bonds are sur- 
rendered to him, pay the same out of 
the proceeds of the Controller’s war- 
rants drawn in hig favor as provided 
in Section 996.29 and perforate the 
bonds so paid with a suitable device 
in a manner to indicate such payment 
and the date thereof. The State Treas- 
urer, or his duly authorized agent, 
shall also, om the respective dates of 
maturity, cancel all bonds and appurte- 
mant coupons bearing said dates of 
maturity and remaining unsold, by 
perforation with a suitable device in 
a manner to indicate such cancella- 
tion and the date thereof; provided, 
however, new bonds may be prepared 
and executed in lieu of bonds canceled 
solely by reason of the fact that such

996.29. All bonds herein authorized, 
which shall have been duly sold and 
delivered as herein’ provided, shall 
constitute valid and legally binding 
general obligations of the State of Cali- 
fornia, and the full faith and credit 
of the State of California is hereby 
pledged for the punctual payment of 
both principal and interest thereof. 
There is hereby appropriated from the 
General Fund in the State Treasury 
such sum annually as will be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest 
on the bonds issued and sold pursuant 
to the provisions of this article, as said 
principal and interest become due and 
payable. 

There shall be collected annually in 
the same manner and at the same time 
as other state revenue is collected such 
a sum, in addition to the ordinary reve- 
nues of the State, as shall be required to 
pay the principal and interest on said 
bonds as herein provided, and it is 
hereby made the duty of all officers 
charged by law with any duty in regard 
to the collections of said revenue, to 
do and perform each and every act 
which shall be necessary to collect 
such additional sum. 

On the several dates of maturity of 
said principal and interest in each fiscal 
year, there shall be returned into the 
General Fund in the State Treasury, 
all of the money in the Veterans’ Farm 
and Home Building Fund of 1943, not 
in excess of the principal of and in- 
terest on the said bonds then due and 
Payable, except as hereinafter provided 
for the prior redemption of said bonds, 
and, in the event such money so re- 
turned on said dates of maturity being 
less than the said principal and in- 
terest then due and payable, then the 
balance remaining unpaid shall be re- 
turned into the General Fund In the 
State Treasury out of said Veterans’ 
Farm and Home Building Fund of, 
1943 as soon thereafter as it shall be- 
come available, together with interest 
thereon from such dates of maturity 
until so returned at the same rate as 
borne by said bonds, compounded seml- 
annually. ke 

Both principal and interest of said 
bonds shall be paig when due upon 
warrants duly drawn against said ap- 
propriation from the General Fund by 
the Controller of the State in favor of 
the State Treasurer, or his duly au- 
thorized agent, and the money to be 
returned into the General Fund in the 
State Treasury pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this section shall likewise be 
paid as herein provided upon warrants 
duly drawn by the Controller. The 
Department of Veterans Affairs, by 
resolution approved by the Veterans’ 
Finance Committee of 1943, shall direct 
the State Treasurer to call bonds 
(which afe then subject to redemp- 
tion) if such call is desirable and when- 
ever funds are available to effect such 
redemption, the part of each issue so 
called to be not less than all of the 
bonds maturing in any one year. Notice 
of such redemption shall be given by 
the State Treasurer in the manner 
provided in the resolution authorizing 
the issuance of said bonds. 


996.30. The bonds authorized to be 
issued under this articte shall be sold by 
the State Treasurer to the highest bid- 
der for cash, either at public auction or 
upon sealed bids as the Veterans’ Fi- 
nance Committee of 1943 may by reso- 
lution determine. The Treasurer must 
reject any and all bids for said bonds, 
or for any of them, which shall be below 
the par value of said bonds so offered 
plus the interest which shall have ac- 
crued thereon between the date of pur- 
chaser’s payment for said bonds and the 
last preceding interest maturity date; 
and the Treasurer may from time to 
time, by public announcement at the 
place and time fixed for the sale, con- 
tinue such sale, as to the whole of the 
bonds offered, or any part thereof of- 
fered, at such time and place as he may 
select. If said bonds are offered for sale 
upon sealed bids, then each bid shall be 
in writing and signed by the bidder and 
sealed, and shall be accompanied by the 
deposit of a certified check or cashier's 
check for five thousand dollars ($5,000), 
drawn on a bank or trust company au- 
thorized to transact and transacting 
business in the State of California, pay- 
able to the Treasuref of the State of 
California, such deposit not to bear in- 
terest. The deposit of each unsuccessful 
bidder shall be returned to him imme- 
diately upon the nonacceptance of his 
bid, and the deposit of the successful 
bidder shal! immediately upon the ac- 
ceptance of his bid become and be the 
property of the State of California and 
be placed in the State Treasury to the 
credit of the Veterans’ Farm and Home 
Building Fund of 1943, and shall be 
credited to the successful purchaser 
upon the purchase price of the bonds 
bid for in case such purchase price is 
paid in full by him within the time mu- 
tually agreed upon between the suc- 
cessful bidder and the Treasurer. If the 
purchase price is not so paid, the suc- 
cessful bidder shall have no right in and 
to said bonds or by reason of said bid, 
or to the recovery of said deposit ac- 
companying said bid, or to any allow- 
ance or credit by reason of such deposit 
unless it shall appear that the bonds 

uld not be validly issued if delivered 
to the purchaser in the form and man- 
mer proposed. In case the purchase 
price is not so paid, the bonds so sold 
but not paid for shall be resold by the 
State Treasurer upon notice as pro- 
vided in case of original sale. , 
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Temporary or interim bonds, certifi- 
cates, or receipts of any denomination 
whatever and with or without coupons 
attached thereto, to be signed by the 
State Treasurer, may be issued and de- 
livered until the definitive bonds are 
executed and available for delivery. 
Signature of the State Treasurer may 
be by signature stamp. 


996.31. Due notice of the time and 
place of sale of all bonds shall be given 
by said Treasurer by publication in one 
newspaper published in the City and 
County of San Francisco and also by 
publication in one newspaper published 
in the City of Sacramento and by publi- 
cation in one newspaper published in 
the City of Los Angeles once a week 
during two weeks prior to such sale. 
In addition to the notice last above pro- 
vided for, the State Treasurer may give 
such further notice as he may deem 
advisable, but the expense and cost of 
such additional notice shall not exceed 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) 
for each sale so advertised. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale of such bonds and such 
amount as may have been paid as ac- 
crued interest thereon shall be forth- 
with paid over by said Treasurer into 
the Veterans’ Farm and Home Building 
Fund of 1943 and must be used exclu- 
sively in aiding veterans in the acquisi- 
tion of, or payments for, farms and 
homes, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this chapter; provided, that the 
proceeds from the sale of said bonds 
may be used to pay the debt created by 
the issuance and sale thereof. 


996.32. The Department of Veterans 
Affairs is authorized, with approval of 
the Department of Finance, to invest 
any surplus money in the Veterans’ 
Farm and Home Building Fund of 1943 
in bonds or obligations of the United 
States, or of the State-of California, or 
of the several counties or municipalities 
or other political subdivisions of the 
State of California, and to sell such 
bonds, or obligations, or any of them, 
at the governing market rates, upon 
approval of the Department of Finance; 
or the Department of Veterans Affairs 
may, with the approval of the Director 
of Finance, invest money in such fund, 
in interest-bearing certificates of de- 
posit of state banks having a paid-up 
capital of five hundred thousand dollars 
($500,000) or more; provided, the total 
amount of money so deposited with any 
one bank shall not exceed a sum equal 
to 50 percent of the paid-up capital of 
such bank; provided, however, nothing 
herein contained shall inhibit the de- 
positing in banks in accordance with 
Chapter 4, Part 2, Division 4, Title 2 of 
the Government Code, of money of any 
of the funds subject to the control of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs or ap- 
propriated for its use. : 

Interest accruing upon the deposit of 
money of the Veterans’ Farm and Home 
Building Fund of 1943 shall be paid into 
and credited to said fund. 


996.33. Upon request of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs, supported by 
a statement of the plans and projects 
of said department with respect thereto, 
and approved by the Governor, the Vet- 
erans’ Finance Committee of 1943 shall 
determine whether or not it is necessary 
or désirable to issue any bonds author- 
ized under this article in order to carry 
such plans and projects into execution, 
and, if so, the amount of bonds then to 
be issued and sold. Successive issues of 
bonds may be authorized and sold to 
carry out said plans and projects pro- 
gressively, and it shall not be necessary 
that all the bonds herein authorized to 
be issued shall be sold at any one time. 


996.34. Whenever the Veterans’ Fi- 
nance Committee of 1943 shall have 
determined that the sale of all or any 
part of the bonds authorized to be is- 
sued under this article is necessary or 
desirable to carry such plans into exe- 
cution, in whole or in part, it shall adopt 
a resolution to this effect. The said 
resolution shall authorize and direct the 
State Treasurer to provide for the prep- 
aration of the requisite number of! suit- 
able bonds then authorized to be sold 
and shall specify as to such bonds then 
to be sold: 


1. The maximum number of eaeh 


| denomination or denominations, aggre- 


gate par value, and the date of the 
bonds to be then sold. The date. appear- 
ing on said bonds shall be deemed to be 
the date of issuance for all purposes of 
this article, irrespective of the actual 
date of delivery of such bonds and the 
payment of the purchase price thereof. 
Successive issues of bonds herein au- 
thorized shall be identified by the num- 
ber of the issue, or the entire authorized 
issue may be divided into series or divi- 
sions appropriately identified by letter 
or number. 


2. The date or dates of maturity, and 
the number and numerical sequence of 
the bonds maturing at each date of 
maturity, to be at annual intervals. 

3. The provisions, if any, for the re- 
tirement of said bonds at any time or 
times prior to their maturity, the man- 
ner thereof, and the price or prices at 
which said bends shall be redeemed. 

4. The annual rate of interest which 
the bonds to be issued shall bear, to be 
in multiples of one-fourth of 1 percent, 
which rate, at the discretion of said 
committee, may be determined by the 
bidder at the time’of sale of said bonds, 
not to exceed 5 percent payable as 
herein provided. 


§. The provisions, if any, for the in- 
terexchange of bonds of different de- 
nominations, the issuance of new bonds 
of different denominations in lieu of, or 
in exchange for, bonds of a like aggre- 
gate principal amount but of different 
denominations, and the authentication 
of any bonds by the State Controller or 
by any Deputy State Controller. 


6. The technical form and language 
of said bonds and of the interest cou- 
pons to be attached thereto. 

In determining the date or dates of 
maturity of the said bonds and the 
amount of bonds maturing at each date 
of maturity, the Veterans’ Finance 
Committee of 1943 shall be guided by 
the amounts and dates of maturity of 
the revenues estimated to accrue to the 
Veterans’ Farm and Home Building 
Fund of 1943 from the transactions to 
be financed by each issue, and shall fix 
and determine said dates and amounts 
in such manner that. together with the 
dates and amounts of interest payments 
on the said bond issue, they shall coin- 
cide, as nearly as practicable, with the 
dates and amounts of such estimated 
revenues; provided, the bonds first to 
mature in each issue shall mature not 
later than five years and the bonds last 
to mature in each issue shall mature 
not later than 45 years from the date of 
issuance thereof. 


The rate of interest to be borne by 
the bonds need not be uniform for ail 
bonds of the same issue or series or 
division, and may be determined and 
fixed by the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943 by resolution adopted at 
or after the sale of said bonds, but 
.not exceeding in any case 5 percent 
per annum payable semiannually. The 
highest bid received on the sale of the 
bonds shall be determined by deducting 
the tota! amount of the premium bid (if 
any) from the total amount of interest 
which the State would be required to 
pay from the date of the bonds or the 
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last preceding interest payment date, 
whichever is latest, to the respective 
maturity dates of the bonds then offered 
for sale at the coupon rate or rates 
specified in the bid, and the award shall 
be made on the sis of the lowest net 
interest cost to the State. The lowest 
net interest cost to the State shall be 
computed on a 360-day year basis. The 
interest coupon first payable may, if the 
Veterans’ Finance Committee of 1943 
shall so determine and specify, be pay- 
able at any time within one year after 
the date of issuance of said bonds. 


996.35. All actual and necessary ex- 
penses of the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943. and of the members 
thereof incurred in the performance of 
their duties arising out of the provi- 
sions of this article and expenses in- 
curred by the State Treasurer in having 
said bonds prepared and in advertising 
their sale or their prior redemption 
shall be paid out of the Veterans’ Farm 
and Home Building Fund of 1943, on 
Controller’s warrant duly drawn‘ for 
that purpose, and shall constitute ex. 
penses of the Department of Veterans 
Affairs. 

Whenever the Veterans’ Finance 
Committee of 1943 deems it advisable 
to obtain a legal opinion as to the 
validity of the bonds, prior to or after 
sale, from attorneys other than the 
Attorney General, the committee may 
authorize the State Treasurer or the 
Department of Veterans Affairs or both 
to obtain such a legal opinion. Payment 
for such legal services shall be made 
from the Veterans’ Farm and Home 
Building Fund of 1943, on Controller's 
warrant duly drawn for that purpose, 
and shall constitute expenses of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs. 

996.36. The Controller, the Treasurer 
and the Veterans’ Finance Committee 
of 1943 shall keep full and particular 
account and record of all their pro- 
ceedings under this article, and they 
shall transmit to the Governor an ab- 
stract of all such proceedings there- 
under, with an annual report, to be by 
the Governor laid before the Legisla- 
ture biennially; and all books and 
papers pertaining to the matter pro- 
vided for in this article shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of any 
party interested, or the Governor, of 
the Attorney General, or a committee 
of either branch of the Legislature, op 
a Joint committee of both, or any citizen 
of the State. 


996.37. So long as any bonds authore 
ized under this article may be cutstand- 
ing, the Director of the Bepartment 
of Veterans Affairs shall cause to be 
made at the close of each fiscal year, a 
survey of the financial condition of the 
Division of Farm and Home Purchases, 
together with a projection ef the divle 
sion’s operations, such @gwrvey to be 
made by an independent public ace 
countant of recognized standing. The 
results of such surveys and projections 
shall be set forth in written reports and 
said independent public accountant 
shall forward copies of said reports te 
the Director of the Department of Vet. 
erans Affairs, the members of the Cali- 
fornia Veterans Board, and to the 
members of the Veterans’ Finance 
Committee of 1943. Th@ Division of 
Farm and Home Purchases shall reim- 
burse said independent pwblic account- 
ant for his services out of any funds 
which said division may have available 
on deposit with the freasurer of the 
State of California. 


Sec. 2. This act ehall take effect 
upon its adoption by the people as to 
all its provisions except those relating 
to and necessary for its submission to 
the people, and for retigning, canvass- 
ing, and proclaiming thé votes, and as 
to said excepted provisions this act 
shall take effect immediately. 


Sec. 3. This act shall be submitted 
to the people of the State of California 
for their ratification at the next general 
election,°to be held in the month of 
November, 1954, and all ballots at said 
election shall have printed thereon and 
in a square thereof, the words: “For 
the Veterans Bond Act of 1954,’ and the 
same square under said words the 
following in eight-point type: “This 
act provides for a bond issue of one 
hundred seventy-five million dollars 
($175,000,000) to be used by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs in assisting 
California war veterans to acquire 
farms and homes.” In the square im- 
mediately below the square containing 
such words, there shall be printed on 
said ballot the words, “Against th» 
Veterans Bond Act of 1954,” and im 
the same square immediately below 
said words, in eight-point type shall be 
printed ‘“‘This act provides for a bond 
issue of one hundred seventy-five mil- 
lion dollars ($175,000,000) to be used by 
the Department of Veterans Affairs 
in assisting California war veterans.” 
Opposite the words “For the Veterans 
Bond Act of 1954” and ‘‘Against the 
Veterans Bond Act of 1954,” there shall 
be left spaces in which the voters may 
place a cross in the manner required by 
law to indicate whether they vote for 
or against said act, and those voting 
for said act shall do so by placing a 
cross opposite the words, ‘‘For the Vet. 
erans Bond Act of 1954” and those vot- 
ing against the said act shall do so 
by placing a cross opposite the words 
“Against the Veterans Bond Act of 
1954." Provided, that where the voting 
of said general election is done by 
means of voting machines used pursu- 
ant to law in such manner as to carry 
out the intent of this section, such use 
of such voting machines and the ex. 
pression of the voters’ choice by means 
thereof, shall be deemed to comply with 
the provisions of this section. The 
Governor of this State shall include the 
submission of this act to the people, as 
aforesaid, in his proclamation calling 
for said general election. 


Sec. 4. The votes cast for or against 
this act shall be counted, returned and 
canvassed and declared in the same 
manner and subject to the same rules 
as votes cast for state officers; and if 
it appear.that said act shall have re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast 
for and against it at said election as 
aforesaid, then the same shall have 
effect as hereinbefore provided, and 
shall be irrepealable until the principal 
and interest of the liabilities herein 
created shall be paid and disch2raed, 
and the Governor shall make proclama- 
tion thereof; but if a majority of the 
votes cast as aforesaid are against this 
act then the same shall be and become 
void. 


Sec. 5. {t shalt be the duty of the 
Secretary of State in accordance with 
law to have this act published in at 
least one newspaper in each county, or 
city and county, if one be published 
therein, throughout this State, for three 
months next preceding the general 
election to be held in the month of No- 
vember, 1954. The costs of publication 
shall be paid out of the General Fund, 
on Controller’s warrants duly drawn for 
that purpose and shall be refunded to 
the Genera! Fund out of the Veterans’ 
Farm ani Home Building Fund of 1943, 
Said refund shall be made upon Con- 
troller’s warrants duly drawn against 
said fund for said purpose upon de:
